Eleven Tanks, Containing 2,SOD,000 
Barrels of Oil, In Flame«. 
Houston, Tex., July 25.—With prob­ 
ably 12 person^ dead, the fire in the 
Humble oil fields is still burning fierce­ 
ly, but it remains confined to the tanks 
of the Texas company. 
So far as can 
be learned, the buraed men were all 
negroes employed to prevent the spread 
of tho flames. Forty-three mules per­ 
ished. 
The managers of the Texas 
company say that the tanks contained 
approximately 2,500,000 barrels of oM, 
valued at 25 cents a barrel, and that 
none of the oil will be saved. In addi­ 
tion, they say, the big pumping plant 
was destroyed, making a total loss of 
more than $650,000. 
The efforts of the fire fighters have 
been confined to throwing up earthen 
embankments 
between 
the burning 
tanks, of which there are 11, and those 
In w^hich 4,000,000 barrels of oil be­ 
longing-to other companes are storied. 
These tanka are 3000 and 4000 feet 
away from the fire, but the water which 
covers tho field as a result of the rain 
of Sunday has floated the burning oil 
to the first level and a sudden “boil- 
over’* may send tho burning fiuid to the 
second embankment, which would place 
the other tanks in great danger. 


Farmer and Three Farm Hands Perfih 
Near Havre de Grace, Md. 
Havre de Grace, Md., July 24.—^John 
Hess, a farmer, and three of his col­ 
ored farm hands were drowned while 
on the way to the Hess farm near 
Po>-^s creek, and five men left here in 
a small naphtha launch, to which an 
accident happened,« v/hereupon one of 
the colored men took to the water and 
swam ashore.

The warship had received

Steam was up and everything was in 
readiness for tlie departure oi the Ben­ 
nington, when the starboard boiler ex­ 
ploded v*'ith a deafening roar. The ex­ 
plosion was terrific. People standing 
on shore saw a huge cloud of steam 
rise above the Bennington. Columns 
of water w^ere forced high into the 
air. A dozen or 15 men were blown 
overboard by the force of the terrific 
explosion. 
Captain Wentv/orth, who 
was looking at the Bennington when 
the disaster occurred, say*« he saw 
human bodies hurled over 100 feet up­ 
ward. The air was clouded with smoke, 
which enveloped the ship. When the 
haze cleared away only a few men 
could be seen on the decks, while a 
number were floundering in the water, 
A boat Avas lowered from the vessers 
Bide and most of the men in the water 
w^ere picked up and taken on board. 
Terrible Scenes On Ship. 
On board the Bennington were pre­ 
sented terrible scenes. 
The force of 
the explosion had torn a great hole 
In the starboard side of the ship and 
the vessel was already commencing 
to list. A section of the upper deck 
was carried away from stem to stern. 
Blood and wreckage was distributed 
over the entire ship, the aftor cabin 
and that part of the ship adjacent to 
the exploded boiler resembling a char­ 
nel house. 
The shock of the explosion pene­ 
trated every section of the ship, blood 
and ashes being found as far as tho 
stern of tbe captain’s cabin. 
Great 
damage was done in all parts of the 
vessel. 
The boiler which exploded, it is said, 
was regarded as unsafe. Commander 
Young stated that during a recent re­ 
turn from Honolulu the steam pres­ 
sure w^as kopt reduced in that par­ 
ticular one. 
At the time of the accident Com­ 
mander Lucien Young and Surgeon F. 
K. Peck were on shore. The two ofll- 
cers, as soon as they learned of the 
disaster, hurried to the water front. 
Commander Young, as soon 
as 
he 
reached the ship, gave orders that the 
airtight compartments be closed to 
prevent the listing ship from sinking, 
and that the magazine be flooded to 
avert 
further 
explosions. 
He then- 
beached the ship at high tide. 
The ferryboat Ramona, which was 
ciossing the bay at the time of the ac­ 
cident, changed Its course and hurried 
to the aid of the stricken warship. The 
government launch General De Russey 
and a large number of other launches 
and water craft w^hlch were near the 
scene at the time also rushed to the 
tssietance of the Bennington. 
Jumped Overboard tQ Escape Steam. 
By the time the Ramona reached the 
Bennington many of the sailors of the 
Bennington who had jumped into the 
bay to escape the scalding steam had 
been rescued by small craft. The re­ 
moval of the woundiiid from the ship 
wa« conducted in perfeet order. The 
crews of the De Russey and the other 
Doats aided in picking up the wounded 
bailors and transferring them to the 
shore. 
The l>odies of many of the men taken 
from the wi-ecked interior of the ship 
vere mutilated alnpost beyond recogni­ 
tion.

Temporary quarters ashore were ar­ 
ranged for the wounded, and 60 citizens 
volunteered and hurried in launches to 
the relief of those on the ship. 
Some 
of the volunteers were unable to stand 
tho sickening sight Avhieh mot their 
çazo on the Bennington. As fast as the 
wounded could be removed they were 
hurried in ambulances, carriages, wag­ 
ons and automobiles to hospitals. For 
I. long time the hot steam prevented 
àccess to the space between decks, 
where most of the dead bodies laj% and 
It was not until late in the afternoon 
that tho lajBt were removed from tho 
noilor rooms. 
Several bodies were so 
lightly wedged in by a bulkhead that 
the woodwork had to bo hewed away 
to free them. 
Most of the men on board were as^ 
gembled between decks, above the boi~ 
!ers, when tho explosion occurred. Here 
is where the most frightful slaughter 
look placé, 
I\o one living has been 
able to doscribo what happe.ned there, 
but vivid w^itnesses exist in the blood- 
imeared walls. 
It is from between 
decks that most of the dead bodies 
have been taken. 
Forty-seven of the Dead Burled. 
Forty-seven of the dead were buried 
in a comipon grave in the little mili­ 
tary cemetery on the crest of the pro­ 
montory of Loma, high above the wa­ 
ters of San Diego Bay on tho one side 
and within sound of tho booming Pa­ 
cific on the other. 
Without the crash 
of drum or the sound of brass, without 
pomp or parade, yet with simple Im- 
pressiveness, all honor was paid the 
nation’s dead. 
The deep trench in which tho bodies 
were placed, in two rows, foot to feet, 
is 60 feet long and 14 feet wide. 
It 
was finished but a few minutes before 
the arrivol of the first load of bodies. 
Around it were draw'n up in long 
lines the artillery company from tho 
fort, 75 strong, on the west; the naval 
reserves, bearing arms full of flowers, 
on the north; the Bennington’s sur­ 
vivors on the oast and the Univei'sal 
Brotherhood on tho west. Just outside 
the simple picket fence enclosing the 
burying ground gathered the public in 
solid maases. 
It only remained for the representa­ 
tives of the church to pronounce final 
blessings on the dead. 
Rev. J. A. M, 
Richey, rector of St. Paul’s, read tho 
Episcopal burial service,!he 21st psalm, 
and repeated the Ix>rd*s prayer. 
He 
clo.sed his impressive duty by casting 
a handful of earth upon the coffins. 
Venerable Father A. D. libach, of the 
Catholic church, attended by two as­ 
sistants, then stepped forward. 
In a 
rich and resonant voice he read the 
service of the dead and blessed them 
with water and incense. 
Commander Young, of the Benning­ 
ton, stepped out ftom the group of 
officers at the head of the trench and 
raising his hand commanded instant 
attention. In a deep, gruff voice—the 
voice of a typical sailor—ho said: 
‘‘Captain, commander of Rosecrans 
and his successors—I commit to your 
tender care the bodies of our unfor­ 
tunate shipmates and patriotic dead. 
May their graves never be forgotten 
by the hand of affection. May there 
rise above this, their last resting place, 
marble slabs to mark the place as sa­ 
cred to the nation’s care and may tho 
morning sun evjer kiss the green 6od 
above their dust, emblematic of our 
love and affection." 
accept the sacred trust of tho 
honored dead,'* replied Captain Scott. 
There was many a tear brushed from 
moistened eyes by this simple but im­ 
pressive scene. 
“Attentionr* came the command in 
sharp tones from tho big sergeant in

There w^as a rapid, concerted move­ 
ment along the double file of soldiers 
at the head of the grave.

I have seen John Drew, while conversing with a friend in French 
in his dressing-room, on being summoned by the call-boy, plunge from a con­ 
versation in a foreign tongue into an English speaking role; 
Nat Goodwin 
jump from a funny story in the wings into the most sentimental scene of 
“When \Ve Were Twenty-One;" Henrietta Grosman run from a discussion of 
her next season’s route to make her famous leap through the window in “Mis­ 
tress Nell;" Calve, behind the scenes, mischievously knock off Plancon's Tore­ 
ador hat, stand back and laugh, and then go on or her Carmen death scenes. 
. . . Actors rarely are ill, and 
often dio in harness at a good old age. 
These characteristics of the profession are considered due to the fact that 
every night the actor gets out of himself, away from his own humors—leads 
another life. Then, too, many professionals who have given the matter thought 
believe that the audience, like a composite personality, projects itself over the 
footlights, inspiring and rejuvenating the actor with magnetic potency. This 
is but one more of tUose mysterious influences which cross the footlights in 
one direction or another and which contribute to the make-up of that wheel 
within a wheel, that character within a character, that person within a per­ 
son, the actor's second self. “Wireless?" Actor and audience have been sig­ 
nalling to each other across the footlights for centuries.—The Delineator.

HE man was In a reminiscent 
mood. He "was touched "with 
gray, and his eventful life vras 
^ 
illled with strange happenings 
tha7 afforded many an Interestlns tale 
to those he honored with his reflec- 
tions and confidences. 


We were seated In the sitting-room 
uralting for the call to dinner. 
The 
occasion was a family reunion, or, at 
least, a gathering of as many relatives 
as could be present. 
All the family 
dews had been told and discussed, 
end a silence prevailed. 
It was then 
that the man of reminiscences related 
one of his many unusual experiences. 


"I do not believe much in justice,'* 
'\o began, cynically. "At least I have 
never seen it throughout my life. The 
law Is on the side of the biggest pocket- 
book, and the poor, often Ignorant, man 
who has the misfortune to have any- 
thing to do with either lawyers or the 
law 
pretty generally becomes 
the 
iworse off for the connection. 
How- 
ever, a case of the perversion of jus- 
tice, In which I was mixed up, has 
just occurred to me. 


"The time was about twenty years 
iftgo, the place was the village near 
New York where I had my farm. A 
heavy fall of snow had covered the 
roads, making them In some localities 
Impassable. 
Wo 
had 
finished 
our 
.week's work and were preparing for 
Sunday. 
Chris Johnson, an Illiterate 
German, who could not speak English, 
my farmhand, was told to go to the 
.village, about a mile and a half away, 
for some supplies. 
He received two 
dollars from me and set forth on his 
errand. 
It was about half-past nine 
.when he left the house. 


"He trudged along the middle of the 
foad, where travel had packed the 
enow so that walking was not very 
difficult. He carried an old cane, a 
feeepsake from his father. When some 
distance down the road he heard sleigh- 
bells behind him, and side-stepped Into 
deep snow for the vehicle to pass with- 
out turning aside. As the sleigh drew 
near Chris, the driver swerved the 
horse toward him, and before he was 
aware of danger, the fellow lu the 
front snatched the cane from my man's 
tand, grabbed him by the lapels of 
bis overcoat, and belabored him about 
the head, He was stunned as a result 
of the assault, and his assailants went 
through his pockets, taking the two 
dollars and a few cents which were 
jthereln. They also took his hat and 
cane, and drove off. leaving him lying 
In the snow, 
Chris, however, got a 
good look at the wielder of the weap- 
on, But It did not stand him In very 
good service, when it should have 
been of the greatest assistance In send- 
ing the fellows to jail. 


"My man soon recovered conscious- 
ness sulliclejitly to grope 
his 
M'ay 
home. 
He stumbled Into the house 
,wlth blood streaming down his face, 
end with lumps on his head almost as 
big as one's fist. It was with some 
ailficulty that I got him to relate Just 
what hnd befallen him, 
He told me 
that the sleigh had large runners, and 
that the horse "was white. 
That was 
a good cjew, as I had noticed such 
a vehicle, containing three men bent on 
having a hilarious time, traveling about 
the vicinity for the past three days. 
Moreover, I had recognized these men, 
and my suspicion was directed against 
them. But my man was positive that 
there were only two men engaged in 
the assault upon him. 


"Securing a revolver apiece, we went 
over the trail made by the runners of 
the sleigh. 
They left a very wide 
track which we had no difficulty in 
loUowlogf 
.We saw wUer« the men 


turned In,' where the horse stopped, 
where the scuffle occurred, where one 
got out and went through my 
man's 
clothes, where they threw his body, 
and where they continued their Jour- 
ney. 
We then returned home, when 
I cleansed Chris's wounds and dressed 
his head, cautioning him to remain as 
silent as the Sphinx about the assault 
I promised to do what I could for him 
on the morrow. 


"Early on Sunday morning, a clear, 
crisp day, I began the search for in- 
criminating clews. 
The trail was as 
fresh as though it had been just made. 
While half way to the village I met an 
old acquaintance, who facetiously com- 
mented upon my being out so early. I 
told him the story of the assault, which 
brought from him the remark that he, 
too, had noticed the trail left by the 
wide runners of^ the sleigh. We com- 
pared notes and reached the conclusion 
tlmt the two assailants were no less 
than the son of a nearby village hotel 
proprietor and the son of a local hos- 
telry keeper. 
They were on a pro- 
tracted, vicious skylark, and. It seemed, 
stopped at doing nothing that would 
supply them the v^'herewithal to keep 
It up. My friend, who was in a sleigh, 
agreed to Join me In a hunt for evi- 
dence against them. 
So, taking a 
seat by his side, the horse's head was 
turned toward the village. 


"The first place we visited was a 
resort we knew the men frequented. 
We were well known to the proprietor. 
My friend remarked In a casual way 
that the two men, nientloning them 
by name, appeared to be having a 
great time lately. 
The fellow replied 
affirmatively, and volunteered the In- 
formatiou that they had dropped in on 
him last night and carried on some- 
what. After an exchange of pleasant- 
ries, w^hich would leave no other Im- 
pression than that we had only an 
ordinary interest In the actions of the 
men who had become our quarry, we 
left the place and proceeded to another 
resort some distance off, which we 
knew to be, more or less, their head- 
quarters. Entering, the usual friendly 
greetings were exchanged with the 
proprietor and the others there. Abid- 
ing the opportunity, I got mine host, 
with whom I was well acquainted, 
aside, and I laughingly remarked that 
that was a great game, to mention 
names. Wilson and Clark, had played 
last night. 
He started quickly, then 
smiled and significantly said, 'So you 
were in it, too, eh?' 
I replied, 'Yes,' 
but I did not Inform him just how I 
was in it. I then said that the stolen 
cane was a highly priced keepsake 
from the victim's father, and gave my 
hearer the Impression that I would 
like to return it to the owner, who, I 
had found, was a farm-hand, 
'Say,' 
I said, in a confidentjal tone, 'what 
did Clark do with the poor fellow's 
hat and cane?' 
The man hesitated a 
moment, then he replied, 'Clark broke 
the stiek In pieces and burned it with 
the hat in that stove yonder. 
I saw 
him do it just before he and Wilson 
left here la^t night,' 
Cautioning the 
man to secrecy, my friend and I soon 
started for home, and on the way 
thither we decided on a plan of ac- 
tion. 


"We told Chris the result of our 
sleuthing trip, and persuaded him to 
accompany us to the 'Squire and swear 
out a warrant charging Wilson and 
Clark with highway robbery and with 
assault with intent to kill, hoping that, 
by ]uakiug the ehai*ge a$ strong as 
possible, we would secure the punish- 
ment of the accused men. We did not 
fi^rget that their friends were all-pow- 
erful 'roundabouts. 
They :wer« ar- 


rested on the following day. and at 
a hearing the 'Squire set a date when 
the trial was to be held. In the mean- 
•time we made out a perfect case 
against the men, and were confident 
that we could convict them. Alas, our 
faith In human nature and Justice wag 
to be rudely shakcnl 


"At lost the day of the trial. 
My 
man was sure that he could Identify 
the person who assaulted him. 
My 
friend and I were Interested in the 
case only to get justice for Chris, 
whose confidence In us was almost 
child-like. 
We made the mistake of 
not hiring a lawyer to look after the 
interests of Chris. The accused were 
represented by w^ell-known local law- 
yers, their friends packed the court- 
room, and even the 'Squire was a 
close friend of the prisoners' families. 
Before the chse was called, and w^hile 
the accused men were within our sight, 
I got my man, unobserved by any one, 
to Identify the man who dealt him 
the injuries. He made a perfect Iden- 
tification, and my belief that the pris- 
oners would be convicted was strength- 
ened. 
The case was called, the pre- 
liminaries were gone through, and 
then Chris was requested to Identify 
the man who assaulted him. I watched 
him nervously, as I saw that the man 
he wanted had seated himself In a 
chair and had buried his head behind 
a paper. 
In fact, he was the least 
conspicuous person in the room. Chris 
glanced around and a look of disap- 
pointment overcome his features. Again 
he-siurveyed all present, and to my In- 
tenseastonlshmentpointed to a man who 
somewhat resembled the accused, and 
said, 'There he is I' Clark then dropped 
the paper from his face. Chris threw 
bis hands up excitedly and exclaimed, 
'My Got, I haf made mistake! 
It 'Is 
he I' 


"Then the 'Squire took a hand In 
the proceedings. 
'That won't do.' he 
said to Chris. 
'You have upon your 
oath identified this man (pohiting to 
the Innocent stranger) as your assail- 
ant. 
Now we shall see whether you 
have made a true Identification/ 
At 
this point my friend and myself, as 
being witnesses in the case, were or- 
dered from the court-room. Not know- 
ing the law then, and thinking that a 
trap had been set for my man, we 
refused to go. Whereupon the 'Squire 
gave orders to the constable that If we 
remained in the room during the hear- 
ing he was to arrest us for contempt 
of court 
We decided to retire, but 
fully expected to be called as wit- 
nesses. We left Chris, who could not 
understand English, to face a hostile 
crowd alone. An Interpreter was pro- 
vided. but he twisted the replies In the 
favor of the prisoners. 
The rulings 
of the 'Squire, too, were such that the 
evidence of my man was declared In- 
competent. 


''Well, we had waited outside for 
an hour when Chris appeared with a 
very dejected countenance. 
'Well,' I 
said to him, 'is it our turn now?' 
He 
shrugged his shoulders. 
'It's over. 
Made me sign paper know nothing 
who robbed me. 
Gave me $2.70, but 
my cane gone for everl' 
We realized 
what they had done. Chris had signed 
a deposition absolving the prisoners 
of any complicity in the highway rob- 
bery, and he had received a paltry 
sum of money to compensate him for 
the amount taken from him.

He never 
had the. same faith in me, and very 
shortly loft my service. 
Wilson be- 
came a prosperous hostelry proprietor 
nearby. 
As for Clark, two mouths 
later he was appointed a constable by 
the 'Squire, 
A number of burglaries 
'Which aroused the neighborhood were 
proved to the satisfaction of a few 
citizens to have been committed by 
Clark during his rounds in the per- 
formance of his duty.

The generator in which Acetylene 
Is produced by the automatic contact 
of carbide and water might be termed 
a gas plant, as it performs all of the 
functions of a city gas plant.

for a few dollars and in any size, from 
one adapted to furnish acetylene to 
ten or a dozen burners for’ a cottage, 
up to the large but still simple ma­ 
chine such as is now furnishing Acet­ 
ylene for six thousand burners in the 
Grand Union. 
Outside of large cities the use of 
Acetj’leno is quite common. The own­ 
er of the couiitry home now demands 
running water, gas and other conveni­ 
ences Avhich a few' years ago Avere con­ 
sidered as luxuries, and acetylene gas 
has met his requirements, and gives 
him a better and cheaper light than is 
ordinarily furnished i n cities. 
It is A\"ell known that rooms lighted 
with Acetj'lene are moi-e comfortable, 
because cooler, and more liealthful be­ 
cause tho air is not vitiated.

TRANSGRESSOR’S WAY MADE HARD 


Publicity III the N e w s p a |» e r s a i u n Aid to 
Public Order. 
A recent sermon by Dr. John Clar­ 
ence Lee, on “The Newspaper aud the 
Public,*' in tho Unlversallst Church of 
the Restoration, Trenton, N. J., was 
a vigorous answer to reformers who 
hold that newspaper publicity is a foe 
to social order. Dr. Lee said: 
“The first function of a newspaper 
is 
the 
gathering 
and narration of 
noAvs. 
The world is made up of good 
and evil. 
The newspaper is obliged 
to take cognizance of both. 
However 
we may regret the existence of evil, 
it cannot be said that it would be best 
to exclude the account of it from the 
press. Publicity is a foe to crime. 
It 
is one of the means by which the way 
of the trangressor is made hard. 
“Thus the newspaper treatment of 
evil becomes a safeguard to society. 
On tho other hand, it must be remem­ 
bered that danger may lurk iu the 
treatment of vice and crime by the 
press. While nothing but praise should 
be given to those papers w’^hlch deal 
with evil briefly and as an aid to Jus­ 
tice, there are no w'ords too strong to 
express the loathing with which we 
should regard that journalism which 
by sensational exaggeration caters to 
the morbid appetites of a degenerate 
portion of the public. 
“It is true that In the first place the 
press is a commercial enterprise be­ 
cause it derives Its financial support 
from its advertising columns. But the 
value of its advertising columns de­ 
pends upon the size and character of 
its circulation. 
“This, in turn, depends 
upon 
the 
success w'ith Avhich It interests and 
satisfies public opinion. 
So far as the 
pulpit can infiuence the public it will 
tend to Increase the circulation of the 
best newspaper. The press is a senti­ 
nel which never sleep at its post of 
duty. 
While it watches it should it­ 
self be watched 
by the 
public it 
servos.»1 


Polish Zrazy—Buy the whole under 
cut (Allot) of a small sirloin. 
Cut it 
into inch slices. 
Brown two sliced 
onions in a large walnut of 
butter. 
Add the meat, a teaspoonful salt, one- 
fourth as much pepper and six cloves; 
cover up and let it heat to boiling. Do 
not uncover; let It steam in its own 
flavor. Shake it now aud again so that 
it will amalgamate well.

Heat slowly together two cup­ 
fuls of water, half a can of tomatoes, 
the juice of a lemon, three-quarters of 
a cupful of granulated sugar and a 
salt.spoonful of ginger. As soon as tlie 
ml.’cture boils remove it from tho stove 
and rub It through a sieve, As soon as 
it is cool add two tablespoonfuls of 
finely chopped cry.'stailized ginger and 
a quarter of a cupful of maraschino. 
Freeze the same as any ice. 
Epicure Pudding— Butter a baking 
dish, put in the bottom a layer of rasp­ 
berry jam, over this .sprinkle some very 
fine macaroon crumbs, then a layer of 
raspberry jam, more macaroon crumbs, 
and .so on till the dish is filled, having 
the crumbs on top. 
Make a custard 
in the proportion of three eggs to a 
pint of milk and two tablespoonfuls 
of sugar, cook a bit and pour over the 
contents of the baking dish.

yachting is the costliest sport in the 
world. 
Tho expenditures given are 
for the United States. There arc now 
more than 3l>0 yacht clubs in this 
country, with more than 30,000 mem­ 
bers and a total of 311S carefully re­ 
corded yachts. 
Mr. Aldridge deals only Avith the 
boats of record. 
There are perhaps 
10,000 very small launches and motor 
boats and an unknown number of tiny 
sailboats wiiich do not enter into hi» 
field of consideration. 
Among tho recorded yachts 512 are 
steamers, 11)9 are auxiliaries (having 
small power engines to use when winds 
fall light or when working into har­ 
bors), 205 are schooners, 1422 sloops 
and cutters, 22G yawls, 14G catboais, 
308 launches 
with 
gas, electric or 
naphtha motors. 
Of the steamers 357 are built of 
w^ood, twenty-five are composite struc­ 
tures of wood and metal and 120 are 
built entirely of steel. 
These steel 
vessels are worth 
jpi7,204,000. 
All 
modern boats are built of steel, and the 
seven that are over 300 feet long are 
among tho handsomest in the •world. 
These are W. K. Vanderbilt's Valiant, 
James Gordon Bennett*s Lysistrata, A. 
J. Drexers 
Margarita, 
Mrs. Robert 
Goelet’s Nahma, J. Pierpont Morgan*« 
Corsair, Eugene Higgins’ Varuna and 
Colonel Oliver H. Payne’s Aphrodite. 
The average price for tliese seven has 
been placed at half a million dollars 
each. 
In tho next class are F. W. Vander­ 
bilt’s Warrior and Howard Gould’s 
Niagara, each worth ?3GO,000. 
The twenty-five vessels of composite 
build are worth $1)69,000, and the 
wooden vessels are w^orth ?7,099,0<h> 
This makes a total 
for the steam 
yachts owned by American yachtsmen 
of $25,302,000. 
If the 3118 American yachts of rec­ 
ord were arranged in a line up tho 
Hudson from the Battery, at ordinary 
anchoring distances, Mr. Aldridge finils 
they would reach to tho Poughkeepsie 
bridge. 
Tho steamers over 200 feet long, 
headed by AV. K. Vanderbilt’s Valiant. 
332 feet, would make the line to West 
Sixteenth street, about three miles. 
Boats between 150 and 200 feet would 
extend two miles; those between 125 
and 150 feet, four miles. 
Finally, there would be 
lino sev­ 
enty-seven miles long made up of vci< 
sels used only for pleasure. Then then’ 
are thousands of small craft unregls 
tered, nnd if these could be accountinl 
for the line \vould reach as far as Al­ 
bany/’ 
Some vessels are In commission on\y 
for a month or six weeks in a season* 
others are in use nearly the whole year 
their owners cruising in warm waters 
iu winter. Mr. Aldridge thinks it fan 
to put the average time for a boat 
service at five months each season, li’ 
ordinary years sixty per cent, of th* 
yachts are in commission and on sucl* 
basis the Pearson’s writer goes intr 
figures of cost. 
Big vessels like the Valiant, Varuna 
Corsair and others require crews o! 
sixty men. It would take 5250 men to 
handle the steamers and auxiliaries 
1517 for the schooners,, 420 for th« 
yawls, 1215 for the sloops and GoO foi 
the power boats, making a total ol 
9002 men. 
The pay of an ordinary sailor is $3« 
a month. Many owners add to this 
a month for good conduct. 
Quarter 
masters get a little more than sailors 
mates ?G0 to $100 a month, assistani 
ojigineers the same as mates, and cap 
tains and engineers from $75 a montlj 
to $3500 a year, The average pay roil 
for these OOUO men might be put at $4r 
a month each.

ence how to accommodate themselves 
to British weather. Jackdaws, when 
untainted by civilization, dwell in boles 
In the rocks, but quickly adapt them­ 
selves to new circumstances. The 
i^lter has been almos^ stnqthered by 
smoke caused bj^ a nest which con^- 
pletely blocked his chimney, ten feet 
from the top. 
As the chimney had 
only been built a few months, it Is 
obvious that as a site it must have 
been unfamiliar to the troublesome 
birds. Now, that time is far distant 
when first chimneys were invented and 
tlie first Jackdaws descended their 
blackened depths; yet a long experi­ 
ence, while It has shown the birds the 
convenience of chimneys for holding 
their abominable sticks, has not taught 
them that their premises cannot be In-, 
sured against fire. Perhaps, after all, 
the brains of Jackdaws are sharper 
than is supposed. The nests are placed 
In the chimneys just when the fires are 
being given up for the summer, so that 
the jackdaws enjoy the use of the 
chimneys more than the man who pays 
for their erection.—Bird Lore.

Publicity 111 th« N«WflpMper« •« mu Aid to 


Public Order. 


A recent sermon by Dr. John Clar- 
ence Lee, on '"The Newspaper and the 
Public.*' in tho Universallst Church of 
the Restoration. Trenton. N. J., was 
a vigorous answer to reformers who 
hold that newspaper publicity is a foe 
to social order. Dr. Lee said: 


"The first function of a newspaper 
is 
the 
gathering 
and narration of 
neAvs. The M'orld is made up of good 
and evil. 
The newspaper is obliged 
to take cognizance of both. 
However 
we may regret the existence of evil, 
it cannot be said that it would be best 
to exclude the account of it from the 
press. 
Publicity is a foe to crime. 
It 
is one of the means by which the way 
of the trangressor is made hard. 


'*Thus tho newspaper treatment of 
evil becomes a safeguard to society. 
On the other hand, it must be remem- 
bered that danger 
may lurk in tho 
treatment of vice and crime by the 
press. While nothing but praise should 
be given to those papers which deal 
with evil briefly and as an aid to Jus- 
tice. there are no words too strong to 
express the loathing with which we 
should regard that Journalism which 
by sensational exaggeration caters to 
the morbid appetites of a degenerate 
portion of the public. 


"It is true that in the first place the 
press is a commercial enterprise be- 
cause it derives its financial support 
from its advertising columns. But the 
value of its advertising columns de- 
pends upon the size and character of 
its circulation. 


**This. in turn, depends 
upon 
the 
success with AVhich it interests and 
satisfies public opinion. 
So far as the 
linlpit can iniluence the public it will 
tend to Increase the circulation of the 
best noAVspapor. The press is a senti- 
nel whleli never sleep at its post of 
duty. 
While it Avatches it should it- 
self be Avatched 
by the 
public 
it 
serves.*'

Balloon Voyages Over Oceans. 
La Nature gives an Illustrated ac­ 
count of the latest methods for con­ 
trolling tlie flight of ballons In sea voy­ 
ages. 
In order to prevent the balloon 
from being depressed by a shower of 
rain, Its top terminates In a cone. In­ 
stead of trailing a single rope, tbere is 
a system composed of a trailer float­ 
ing at the end of a long rope behind 
tho balloon and a balance weight hang­ 
ing in the water by a shorter, nearly 
vertical rope, the resistance of the 
latter body being necessarily less than 
that of the former. 
The sea Itself 
furnishes an Inexhaustible supply of 
ballast, and this can be drawn up to a 
cylindrical reservoir suspended above 
the blance weight, a suction hose be­ 
ing used for flUing the reservoir. Two 
devlators are employed for directing 
the course of the balloon, one of which 
serves for angles of about 30 degrees, 
the other for angles as great, it is said, 
as 70 or 80 degrees. 


A WINDOW-HINT. 
Most of our city rooms,ievcn In apart­ 
ment houses, have "windows which are 
deeply enough set to allow for window 
scats. These add to the beauty aad 
convenience of a small room, and need 
not be expensive. Boxes may be fitted 
into the space, covered with hair cush­ 
ions neatly tacked on, and a bacic 
made by tacking a flat cushion against 
the panelling.

'^SERVING “COMPANY” TABLE. 
A few simple rules may be laid 
down for serving the table. As a gen­ 
eral rule the maid removes the large 
service plates used under the soup 
plates at the time she brings the fille^ 
plates. 
Sometimes when the service 
plates are unusually handsome they 
are allowed to remain on the table un­ 
til the dessert Is served, so that the 
guests may always have plates before 
them. 
The maid passes the larger dishes 
and plates by hand; the smaller dishes 
holding olives, bonbons and sugar are 
passed on a tray. She serves all of the 
dishes from the left. Tea, coffee and 
beverages are served from the right. 
The guest may never take the plate 
from the waitress, but must permit her 
to place it on the table before him. 
Finger bowls should be used only 
with fruit courses. When the dish is a 
bit out of the ordinary it is quite the 
thing for the hostess to cause herself 
*o be first served, when she begins to 
eat, thus demonstrating to the guests 
the proper way to eat It. When the 
hostess is not served first It Is the rule 
to beprln with the lady next to her on 
the right, and begin with a different 
guest with each course, so that no one 
shall be always last. 
The French always serve the host or 
hostess first, a custom calculated to 
put the guests at ease. For luncheon 
It Is best to serve hot rolls tucked Into 
napkins, rather than bread on plates. 
A popular Innovation Is the thin sand­ 
wich of bread and butter. — Chicago 
Eecord-Herald. 


R EC fp E S 
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Lemon Turnovers—Mix one-third of a 
cupful of flour, two tablespoonfuls of 
powdered sugar and the grated rind 
of one lemon together; then add milk 
enough to make a batter, and two well 
beaten eggs and one tablespoonful of 
melted butter. 
Raisin Pie—One cup of sugar, one 
cup of seeded raisins, one cup of sweet 
cream, the juice of one lemon and yolk 
cC one egg. Chop raisins fine and bake 
with one crust (white of one egg beat­ 
en stiff and add a tablespoonful of 
sugar for the meringue). Then sit in 
oven until it becomes a golden brown. 
Celery Root Salad—Pare the celery 
roots; put them Into cold water fcr 
twenty minutes, then put them In a 
stew pan; pour cold water over them; 
add a little salt and cook until tender; 
pour off tho water; cut the roots iu 
slices and when cold pour over a 
French dressing made with one table- 
spoonful of salad oil and three table­ 
spoonfuls of vinegar, a little salt and 
pepper to season. 
Scotch Scones—To one quart of sifted 
fiour add four level teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder; cut Into this one-quar- 
ter cui) of lard and one-quarter cup of 
butter; add one teaspoonful of sugar; 
beat one egg until light and add to It 
two cupfuls of miik; toss this on a 
floured board, roll out half an inch 
thick, cut In three-inch square pieces, 
fold in half to form three corner pieces; 
bake on a hot griddle very slowly. 
Chocolate Loaf Cake—Cream half a 
jcup of butter with one and one-half 
cup of sugar; add two well beaten 
eggs; melt two iquares of chocolate 
over hot water; pour over It half a cup 
of boiling water and stir until smooth; 
then add It to the first mixture; stir one 
tablespoon of soda Into half a cup of 
buttermilk or sour milk; add. this with 
three cupfuls of sifted flonr, a pinch 
of salt and one teaspoonful of vanilla 
jto the other mixture; bake in. a greased 
icake pan in a moderate oven twenty 
minutes; this may be baked In layer 
cake pans and put to;etber with white 
Irestiitg. 


TO PROTECT BEDROOM WALLS.
